so that the rough boards constitute 
the remaining 44 per cent. 
Most of 
the sawmill waste is unavoidable, it 
is asserted, and due to economic con- 
ditions; the millmen say they take 
out all they can afford to. 
Seasoning reduces 
this to 42 per 
cent. 
After the planing

finishing processes, the finished lum- 
ber forms only 59 per 
cent of the 
tree. The waste involved in building

that 35 per cent. 


How Waste is Utilized. 


But all of the two-thirds need not 
he wasted. Some of it. at least should 
go into by-products, according to the 
forest service which is studying sunh 
utilization.

SWEEPS MILWAUKEE; 


LIVES ARE MENACED 


Damage to Property 
Estimated at 


»200,000— Buildings Wrecked 


on Fair Grounds. 


Milwaukee, June 
1.—A hurricane 


that swept Milwaukee and vicinity yes- 
terday endangered scores of lives and 
did approximately $200,000 damage. 


Sweeping upon' the city from the 


northwest at a speed of sixty miles an 
hour,.the 
wind 
devastated an area 
about three miles wide and twenty 
miles,'long. 


Buildings 
were 
razed, roofs were 


torn off, 'trees and fences uprooted, 
telegraph and telephone poles -snapped 
off and wires broken. 


Hailstones, many of them an Inch 
and more in diameter, damaged farms 
estimated all the way from $75,000 to 
$100,000. Of the glass greenhouses in 
all parts of the city nothing remained 
but the frames. Hundreds of windows 
were also broken by the hailstones. 


Shortly before 4 o'clock the storm 
began. For a time the air in the north- 
west, west and south sides of the city 
was full of ajring debris. The down- 
town district and northeast side es- 
caped damage, but was deluged with 
rain. Less than an hour after it be- 
gan, the wind had passed. In its wake 
was ruin. 


Efforts of years 
In the state 
grounds 
were undone. 
The damage 
there is estimated 
at $75,000. The 
stock pavillion is a total wreck. 
It 
cost $50,000 to erect it a few years 
ago. 
The big arched entrance is so 
badly damaged that probably it will 
have to be torn down. The sheep and 
cattle sheds were demolished. 


Many of the small eating houses and 
other concessions 
are down or un- 


roofed and otherwise damaged. 
When a toboggan slide in Washing- 
ton park fell, scores of persons were 
endangered who Jaad taken refuge un- 
der it. Other scores were endangered 
when the high arch entrance on the 
south end of the park was damaged by 
the wind and seemed about to fall.

men 
and women were. in 
launches on the lake when the wind 
came up. They were blown far qjit 
over the water. All were exhausted 
from fright and the work of baiting 
out, when they reached shore.
